The metropolis grew from. this little 
fel, whese motto. is “Gal Pstrect Us." and it 
exists by ancient teeht as a law unto itself, 
with its own police force.and other. services, 
lis municipal corporation is the oldest in 
England] —older, even, than the ercat Mother

Within the City, or Square Mile, as it is 
also called, one can still see remnants of the 
stone wall that encircled) Roman loondinium

City Drops Old Ban on Theaters 


Southeast of Fleet Street, on the Thames 
waterfront, London's most unusual theater 
OCCUPIES sh recrmicwdetec| warehouse. Called the 
Mermaid, it is the only plavbouse permitted 
in the City in more than 300) vears, 

“Historically, City fathers were hostile to 
the theater,” said actor Bernard Miles, the 
Mermaid’s founder. “They complamer that 
theaters took apprentices from their work 
and spread the plague.” 

The oll han continued until the coronation 
year 1953, when Miles was permitted to open 
an Elizabethan theater in the quadrangle of 
the Roval Exchange, opposite the Bank of 
England. This venture proved so successful 
that the City gave him use of the waterfront 
site. Business and private interests contrib- 
uted £70,000 (5196,000) for the remodeling. 

Miles's office atop the theater looks out 
upon the barge-laden Thames. While we 
talked, the actor fingered a Roman wine flag- 
on found by theater workmen in the river- 
bank'sooge. Apel parrot, Jack Sprat, perched 
on his shoulder anc squawked ruucously.

Officially the church is London Cathe-

‘Ti vou aeck his monument, look aroun 
you.” Near by are the massive tombs of Lord 
Nelson and the Duke of Wellington. 

St Paul's alone would have won Wren 
fume. but he designed 52 other churches in 
the City, His opportunity came when the 
Great Fire sw ept through Londen in 1666, 
destroving more than 13,000 houses, 87 parish 
churches, and medieval St. Paul's. 

During the agony of the German blitz, 
Londoners took heart from the sight of St 
Paul's unscathed dome, rising serene amidst 
devastation, But, beneath the dome, the ca- 
thecral suffered two bomb hits, and one de- 
stroved the nigh altar. The British rebuilt it 
and added an American Memorial Chapel 
(paiage 769), General Ersenhower, while NATO 
Comminier, presented a roll of honor con- 
taining names of 28,000 United States serv- 
ice men and women who died during oper- 
ations from the United Kingdom 

College of Arms Keeps Family Trees 

From the exterior gallery of St. Paul's 
dome, 283 feet above Ludgate Hill, you can 
pick out other landmarks: to the south, the 
College af Arms, “keeper of the blood,” or 
coats of arms, of British families: to the 
north, grim Old Bailey court wd fatnous 
Smithfield, the wholesale meat murket. 

Though the age of chivalry is long past, 
the College of Arms still cloes a brisk. bust- 
ness in grants of armorial bearings, Each 
vear, on the average, several hundred British 
subjects and many Américans receive such 
grunts on documentary proof of descent from 
families entitled to display arms. The college,

Whaling “Widow” Keeps Eternal Watch 


I Oak Bluffs is the Vinevard’s ineorri- 
gible reveler, Edgartown sits sober aristocral, 

lam reminded of Edgartown’s past each 
time lwalk its narrow, elm-arched streets; its 
immacilate white houses wre worthy af a 
New Englund pacture calendar. And little 
wonder, for Edgartown is a former whaling 
port, one of the great names with New Ber- 
ford, Nantucket, Westport, and Sag Harbor 
in thal epic of seafaring histery.* 

Edgartown's streets themselves real like 
a raster of great New England whaling cap- 
lains! Starbuck: Neck Koad, Pease’s Point 
Way, Mavhew Lane, Tilton Wavy. 

The houses, too, reflect Edgartown's whal- 
ing. legacy. Many were built with fortunes 
from sperm ol] and whalebone, like the home 
of Capt. Valentine Pease, whose ship Acwsl- 
net cormied Herman Melville on the voyage 
that led him to write Moby Dick. 

The DPhkes County Historical Society 
hitiiding, a cable's length arco from the Pease 
house, lave equal claim to a seafaring herit- 
te Built in (765-66 by ships’ carpenters, the 
house has floors that slope away from the 
chimney os ao vessel's decks cant from the 
Mast to carry water to the scuppers. 

Another whaling house, known simply as 
the Captain's Howse, was built in 1832 by 
Capt Jared Fisher. Mr. and Mrs. E. Jared 
Bliss, Jr., the ifth-generation owners, showed 
me through it one afternoon 

“Don't mind the museum atmosphere,” 
urged Mrs. Bliss, “People forget that the 
house was built to five in.” 

“Sail in” would be more like tt, | thought, 
for there was littl here familiar to the land- 
lubber. Coffee tables were huge ships’ blocks 
laid flat and polished till the wood! shone like 
djpate. Desk lamps turned out to be naviga- 


tors’ octants, and binnacle lamps gleaned 
from walls all but papered with vellowed 
navigation charts. 

Inspecting a whale-ofl lamp on the mantel, 
I nearly capsized o ship model 

“That's the old Caton, my ereat-crand- 
father’s whaling. bark,” explained Mr. Bliss, 
nu member of the America’s Cup Race Com- 
mittee. “But speaking of whaling, come ane 
meet Mrs Howes.” | 

I picked my way gingerly among the nawti- 
cau heirlooms and followed the Blisses up 
three flights of stairs tothe widow's walk-(Jn 
such ou parapet crowning many an old whial- 
ing home, the captain's wife wed to watch for 
her husband's return— sometimes in vain, 

The only thing different about this widow's 
walk was that it still had a widow on it I 
Was amoment realizing that the sunbonneter! 
and calicoed woman with the apvelass to her 
eve was onky a dummy (next page) 

“Mrs. Howes has been up here three years,” 
Mrs. Bliss said. after I had been properly 
Introduced “From the street, she fools nearls 
evervone. The women sometimes notice her 
Mth-century clothes und want to know what's 
keeping Captain Howes. They get quite in- 
cCionant about ib” 


Island Lures Generations of Visitors 


Fumilies like the Blisses are proud of their 
long assectaltion with the Vinevard, but there 
are summer residents, too, whose grand- 
parents and even greal-grandparents knew 
the island well. 

Among the “near-Vinevarders” ts Wil- 
liam H, Hart, a retired business executive 
from New Britain, Connecticut, whose family 
boasts five generations of summer visitors. 

“I'm in the middle group,” Hart explained 
to me in his beachfront house up the road 
from Edgartown. 

“My grandfather, William H. Hart, 5r., 
bought a tract of land wt the turn of the cen- 
tury, and wll his children eventually built 
houses on it. Now | have grandchildren who 
une regular visiters.” 

There are so many Harts on the Vinevarel, 
in fact, that the original holding is known us 
Hart Haven.

From the FBI nerve center in the Depart- 
ment of Justice Building (page 871), we drove 
to a muluwinged structure in southwest 
Washington where the division keeps nearly 
159 million sets. of fingerprints—often more 
than one set to & person, as in the case of a 
man apprehended many times by the police 
anc fingerprinted euch time.

States af 180 million,” Trotter continue! “we 
can say that our files contam the fingerprints 
of about 42 percent of this total—76 million 
persons.

Here the 400,000 tourt. who visit the 
FRI cach vear can watch firearms experts 
mutch bullets to gun barrels. serologists iden- 
tify bloodstains, and other specialists toil 
doguediy toward solution of crimes by peer- 
ing through microscopes. Under micruscopic 
study, bits of bone, hair, fiber, and myriad 
other items of evidence dally point the finger 
of guilt at criminals or lift the stigma of sus- 
picion from innocent persons:

Recently, 
the Archivist of the United States submitted 
five documents relating to the Philippine 
Insurrection of |R0 and asked the FBI te 
determine whether signatures appearing on 
them hac been written in human blame Na- 
tional Archives forwarded the inquiry at the 
request of a historian whe sought to prove 
that the rebel leader, Emilio Aguinaldo, re- 
quired such testaments of his followers 

Despite the age of the documents, Labora- 
tory experts proved the presence of blood in 
two signatures. Additional tests showed that 
the blood was of human origin. 

In one laboratory room | noticed a rack 
hung with panels of brightly colored metal 
This was the National Automotive Paint File, 
containing samples of finishes used on all 
American cars and some foreign makes. 


Laboratory Solves Maryland Tragedy 


Sometimes investigators send in a fleck 
of paint no bigger than the head of a pin 
Perhaps tt has been found on a hit-and-run 
vicim Such minute evidence, wnalysed with 
the aid of complex instruments, can tell ex- 
perts that the car involved was, say, a 1958 
tropic-blue Plytiouth, thas narrowing the 
search and leading eventually to on arrest 
or the clearing of a suspect 

Police of Montgomery County, Man'land, 
came to the laboratery for help in a partic- 
ularly shocking hit-and-run cose, A young 
mother had been pushing her (1-month-old 
son tna stroller along a quiet street in Bethe=- 
da, a suburb of Washington. Householders 
heard o splintering crash and reshbed outside 
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—to ee a car specding away al the mother 
and child Iwing cfeael 

The police brought to the laboratory twist- 
ed pieces of the stroker and a bumper they 
had removed from @ suspected automobile: 
Laboratory experts found that the stroller 
bore three coats of paint. Adhenng to the 
bumper was a three-layered chip of paint 
about the sive of a fingernail 

Not only did the paint chip match the 
stroller’s finish in chemical composition; it 
fitted exactly into its original position on the 
stroller, After a jury heard laboratory ¢x- 
aminers testify to these findings, tt answered 
the defendant's not-tuilty plew with a verdict 
of guiltv, The driver went to prison. 


FBI Proves Woman Innocent 


In many cases the lnboraterys technique: 
and complex instruments help clear persons 
who have been wrongly accused of crimes 

“We pet far more satisfaction out.of prov- 
ing innecence than we do out of establishing 
guilt,” said Dionalel J. Parsons, Assistant to 
the Dtrector of the FBI. 

He told of o Virginian woman who wie jic- 
ct) of murdering her husband. Police 
found the man dead in his bedroom, shot 
throwzh the heart In the adjoining room of- 
fcers found an automatic pistol! with a car- 
bridge case jammed tn the chamber. 

The man hal shot himself accidentally, 
the wife sack Police maintained, however, 
that this was not posstble uncer the circure 
stances, She wis thereuptin arrested and 
charged with murder, 

Two dass later investigators noticed o 
bright indentation in a het-air grille m the 
floor between bedroom and dining room: 
Could the mark have been made by the pun? 
Grille, oistol, bullet, and cartridge case were 
went to the FAT 

Laboratory experts matched the fatal bul- 
let te the gon barrel. The mark on the grille 
proved similar to that produced when the 
metal was struck with the pistol’s rear sight 
ant knurled hammer. Paint on the weapon 
matched that on the grille. The victim, it 
uppeared, hac thrown the gun against the 
mille, cousing it to fire. Result: The shooting 
was tiled accidental, the woman innocent,

“Oh, ves,” said Howard. “Garrison, the 
human Univac, the brainiest man ever to 
make the Top Ten. We bagged the old boy 
yesterday,” 


Rounding Up a Top Ten Criminal 


Over lunch and later in his office, Howard 
reconstructed for me the capture of Garn- 
son. The whole operation was 4 minor clas- 
sic of investigative work, accomplished cwuiet- 
ly and without bloodletting, which is the way 
the FHI likes to do its job 

This latest and probably final chapter in 
Garrison's career opened when FRI heuacl- 
quarters received a lip on his whereabouts. 
Ona Wednesday evening in September, 1960, 
just as Howard sat down to dinner at home, 
his telephone rang. It was the FAD feld office, 
relaving the report that Garmeon was work- 
ing a a bookkeeper at o riverside resort 
somewhere near St. Louis, 

“T'll have to. go back to the office,” Howard 
told his wife, antl hurried through dinner, 

He did not say why he was going or when 
he would be back; and his wife did not ask. 
Nor was anything sid about the possibility 
that he would not be back at all 

Howard tucked a Smith & Wesson 38 into 
a holster on his right hip, kissed his wife 
goolbye, and drove downtown, 

At his office, Howard mapped strategy 
with His top. assistants. The outlook wis dis- 
couraging. Hundreds of riverside resorts, 
which offer fishing and other recreation, line 
the Mississippi banks near St. Louis. It might 
be necessary to check cach one, 

One more piece of information was avail- 


able: a license number from an automobile 
belonging to a friend of Garrison. 

At i230 am. Howured adjourned his meet- 
ing. In the morning a force of 30 agents be- 
Zan canvassing the resorts, (ther agents 
quickly learned the identity of Garrison's 
friend; he wits a small-time confidence man 
we will call Stanlev. Stanley was soon lo- 
cated and placed under 24-hour surveillance. 

At loom. Friday, Stanley was *put to bet” 
by the agents who, in their own term, were 
‘surveilling” him. Up and about by 7, Stan- 
Jey drove to a few apartment-house develop 
ment, picked wp a man, and drove unhur- 
riedly to an area dotted with nversice resorts. 


The important break was provided by the 


apurtment-house manager. He looked at trar- 
mison's photograph and thought he recog- 
nized him asa tenant. Incidentally, he men- 
tinned that he had seen the suspect with a 
womin who wore a white uniform. 

A detail of agents quickly learned that the 
woman in white was the owner of a riverside 
resort. Here was another clue bolstering the 
agents’ belief that they were on the right 
trail, since the original report hid said their 
quarry was working in-such a resort. This 
information was raciocd to the agents fol- 
lowing Stanley and his passenger, still driy- 
ing aimlessly ubout the countryside. 


Care and Skill Prevent Bloodshed

ment house, Howard now briefed a detail 
assienerd to capture (rarrison. Mindful of the 
man's blowistained record, be armed his

“The Bureau,” Mr. Hoover replied, “must 
be divorced from politics and not be a catch- 
all for political hacks Promotion will be 
made on abilitv, and the Bureau will be re- 
sponsible only. to the Attorney Genial."

Director Lnspires Rigid Discipline 


Mr. Hoover has placed his personal stamp 
upon the FRI to a degree equaled in few or- 
ganizations. His men live by a rigid code of 
discipline ind personal conduct One seldom 
sees an overweight agent: the slightest sign of 
paunch brings a curt warning to get more ex- 
ercize —or else. 

Even clothes must meet FBI standards: 
(mn cdoty, an agent must wear a comservalive 
suit, never slacks or sports jacket; ties will 
he quiet: hats will be worn 

This rule goes by the board, of course, 
wher agents find it necessary to.cdon disguises 
on undercover jobs: A New York agent, in 
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heard and sweat shirt, prowled the beatnik 
dens of Greenwich Village in search of an 
Army deserter, He was glad, he-said, when 
he got his man and rejoined the Earth People. 

Despite their stern regimen, few agents ever 
leave the FRI for private business, although 
many have been offered positions at double 
or triple their Government earnings. Sal- 
unes have increased recently, and they know 
their boss beliewes in better pay, Mr. Hoover 
never Misses an opportunity to denounce a 
svetem under which law-enforcement officers, 
m some cites, eprn lec than stenographers. 


IL) Agents Hove Died in Line of Duty 


Calling on the Director for a final chat, I 
waited in an anteroom which hac been con- 
verted into a small museum of crime-fighting 
mementos. (in a wall huni a bronze plaque 
listing the 19 FRI special agents who have 
been killed in fine of duty since 1925. 

Mr, Hoover emerged from his office shak- 
ing hands with a growp of youths in khaki. 

“Those were Eagle Scouts,” the Director 
explained. “Nothing about this job gives me 
more pleasure than the opportunity to meet 
and work with voung people.” 

“What do vou see happening to the FBI in 
the vears abend?" T asked Mr. Hoover 

“T may be the only bureaucrat. in Wash- 
ington who docsn't want to see his outht ex- 
panded,” he replied without hesitation, “ld 
like to see us-go forward in the future just 
about as We are now, 

“The problem is,” he continued, “that there 
are times when some particularly vickwus 
crime Will stir up 0 public outery —» demand 
that the FRI be given jurisdiction over such 
and such a type of crime. In most of these 
cases, it’s the sort of crime that should be 
handled on the local level.
